Bill, the Xiowninn Measure, Bases 
Registration Charges on Weight of 
Car If Measure Is Signed by Gov- 
ernor. 
The two Lowman bills, providing | 


for different methods of le-ijmg auto-j 
mobile and truck registration fees, \ 
were passed in the legislature in the ' 
closing days of the session and now' 
Off to the governor for s gnature. One 
measure provides that the registration 
'"•£ 


fee for automobiles shall be fifty cents 
for each hundred pounds of the ma- 
chine, fully equipped, if it weighs les.- 
than 3,500 pounds, and 75 cents a 
hundred pounds of it weighs more: 
than 3,500 pounds. This will increase 
the fee of most automobiles, but will 
make much simpler the compilation 
of the fee which is now based on 
price and horsepower of the car. A 
minimum fee of ?S is established.
